the country bu* are mostly con­ 
centrated e a s t of the Missis­ 
sippi or in communities along 
that river. 
Valachi was asked how such 
forces could be supported. 
There are 
of course, 
nar­ 
cotics, gambling, vice and in­ 
vasion of unions. But there is 
also a dangerously steady infil­ 


tration of ’estim ate business. 
Based on its own investiga­ 
tions, the Justice Department 
has concluded 
that the most 
deeply infiltrated types of legit­ 
imate businesses are: the gar­ 
ment industry’, bowling alleys, 
liquor wholesaling, real estate, 
juke boxes, vending machines 
and restaurants. 


OTHER 
SOURCES 
believe 
there is 
considerable 
invest­ 
ment in motels, linen supplies, 
food processing, transport and 
export. There also are invest­ 
ments in small steel fabricat­ 
ing mills, in mines and even in 
shirmp boating 
and on Wall 
Street. 
Real estate is divided into 
two areas: the buying and sell­ 
ing 
of 
land 
which 
includes 
acreage for cotton raising and 
cattle breeding: and the invest­ 
ment in residential and com­ 
mercial buildings. 
In one big Eastern city, the 
estimate is that the crime syn­ 
dicates own at least 60 build­ 
ings 
including 
s o m e 
sky­ 
scrapers. 
Thus it’s not only in small 
bars and restaurants that the 
“bosses of bosses’’ put their 
friends and “troops." 
How widespread this invasion 
is no one yet knows. Reports 
now are being compiled. One 
witness testified, at the McClel­ 
lan committee hearings on Oct. 
IO. that the underworld was in 
98 legitimate businesses in De­ 


troit alone. 
It will take a long time for a 
full inventory of mob money — 
for the sum s are vast and wide­ 
ly dispersed 
In 
many 
cities 
the mob seeks out the small 
businessm an. There are spot­ 
ters. 


THEY LOOK for the proprie­ 
tor who can’t defend himself, or 
who needs money, or who is 
in a vulneable position, such as 
barbers, beauty parlor opera­ 
tors, sm all furniture shop or 
restaurant owners. T h e n the 
“ soldiers” move in. 
I discussed this the other day 
with Jerry Adlerman, the Sen­ 
ate com m ittee’s chief counsel. 
He has done a prodigious job 
—while 
standing 
on a tight­ 
rope, 
balanced 
between 
the 
urgency of alerting the nation 
and the need for understate­ 
m ent, 
so 
VMachi 
would 
not 
leave the hearings as a Robin 
Hood clutching a movie con­ 
tract. 
“ A lot of 
this 
infiltration,” 
said Aderlman. “could not hap­ 
pen if m anagem ent was not 
forced to bow 
to 
the 
mob’s 
demands. 
“ The noods come to restau­ 
rants or b ars let us say. with 
their proposition to the owners 
to take the mob's linen supply 
service. The businessmen know 
of their solicitors reputations— 
and yield to their own fears. 
How m any people have the 
courage to stand up? And some 


owners t h e n ask themselves 
what difference 
it makes if 
or illegitimate.” 
This is jus* one type of op­ 
eration. 
The 
Justice 
Depart­ 
m ent has hundreds and is prob­ 
ing many of them. 


FOR EXAMPLE, one Brook­ 
lyn. New Yo'k. furniture dealer . 
w as selected for the touch by 
one mob. The partners w e r e 
threatened. 
One 
was 
beaten. 
Soon they sought protection — 
but not from the police. The 
owners were told 
of 
another 
racketeer who would become 
their “ patron.” He did. The 
beatings stopped. 
But then the 
second crim e 
chief 
declared 
himself 
their 
partner. He looted the business. 
Shortly, the p l a c e burned 
down under mysterious circum­ 
stances and $105,000 was col­ 


lected in in sta n c e But not by 
the original, 
legitimate 
part­ 
ners. 
Another c r o o k e d combine 
went into the stock market. It 
bought questionable stock. This 
raised the p r i c e arctically. 
Then a boiler room telephone 
soliciting system was set 
up 
and through high pressure work 
the stock was unloaded — at a 
one million dollar profit. 
These are just a few of the 
mob techniques. It takes many 
businesses to support the many 
Mafia 
arm ies. 
But 
they 
do 
pretty welL

ducted.

The cause cf the speculation is 
doubtless political. Some of the 
celeb rates in the Democratic 
party would like to be consider­ 
ed 
for the vice - presidential 
nomination. The first objective, 
of course, >s to create an im­ 
pression that there may be a 
vacancy in ti at spot. 
Lyndon Johnson was named 
originally because it was figured 
that he would help to retain the 
Southern electoral votes not only 
due to his leanings toward the 
conservative t ide but on the as­ 
sumption tha* he would be clos­ 
er to the civil rights position of 
the South than any other nomi­ 
nee and wouk thereby help the 
Kennedy ticket. 


TIMES HAVE changed. 
The 
South is headed away from the 
Democrats 
and 
toward Cold­ 
w ater 
Also, 
Vice President 
Johnson has supported the Ken­ 
nedy adm instration policies IOO 
per cent and :s campaigning for 
them constantly, whether it be 
on civil rights or any other do­ 
mestic as wel’ as foreign policy 
issues. 
The 
opposition 
to 
Lyndon 
Johnson probably stems from 
the so-called ' liberal" wing of 
the party, which wants a man 
from the North who can help to 
satisfy 
its 
particular 
p o i n t 
of view 
Tile person most often men­ 
tioned is Sen Hubert Humphrey 
of Minnesota, who, it will be re­ 
called, engaged in a few pri­ 
m ary contests with Sen. Ken­ 
nedy in 1960 fr,r the Democratic 
presdential nomination. 
Incidental^, there has b e e n 
some talk about Attorney Gen­ 
eral Kennedv being selected for 
the second plr.ee on the ticket 
but 
this 
idea 
has 
b e e n 
abandoned 
by 
its 
enuiusias- 


tic proponents, who now see 
Bobby Kennedy as a possible 
m anager of the national cam- 
paign. 
This 
would 
necessitate 
his 
resignation 
from 
the 
De­ 
partm ent of Justice, and it has 
been said in rome circles here 
that Jan. I is the date tentative­ 
ly selected for his withdrawal 
from the Cabinet. 


THIS SEEMS an unlikely turn 
of affairs and hardly beneficial 
to his own political future un­ 
less, of course 
he expects to 
come back to the Cabinet in the 
post of secretary of state. 
This also has been rum ored 
as possible if Dean Rusk should 


succeed Adhi Stevenson some 
day as Americ an ambassador to 
the United Nations. 
Much of the Washington talk 
and 
gossip 
reflects 
wishful 
thinking on the part of those 
who would like to displace Lyn­ 
don Johnson as vice president. 
Notwithstanding the rumors, po­ 
litical experts generally believe 
that the Democratic ticket will 
be the same in 1964 as it was 
in 1960 and that the attorney 
general will not give up his post 
as head of the Department of 
Justice. 
Robert kennedy is expected 
to stay in tho Cabinet and try 
for the presidency in 1965 if his 
brother is reelected next year.

100 millio n in the same per­ 
io d. 
Fo rd sales fo r the first nine 
mo nths this y ear were almo st 
6 2 billio n with pro fits o f $34 6 
millio n, o r 3.14 a share. The 
prev io us 
reco rd fo r 
a nine- 
mo nth perio d was in 196 2 when 
sales were abo ut 5.8 billio n, 
with pro fits o f $350 millio n, o r 
53.18 a share. 
There was no co mment o n the 
decline in pro fits in the repo rt 
to Fo rd shareho lders, which 
was signed by Henry Fo rd II. 
An ex aminatio n o f the figures 
to ld the sto ry : Of eight do mes­

Rescuers Drill to 
Within 62 Feet of 
Trapped Miners 


BROISTEDT, Germany (AP) 
—Rescuers drilled to within 6 2 
feet o f three miners trapped in 
an underwater air bubble be­ 
fo re halting o peratio ns early to ­ 
day to prepare fo r the mo st 
critical phase o f the rescue. 
If all go es well, the three are 
ex pected to be freed by late 
Thursday — ending a weeklo ng 
ento mbment 25 9 f e e t belo w 
gro und in an iro n mine that was 
flo o ded when a nearby dam 
bro ke. 
Eighty -six miners escaped, but 
4 0 o thers are unacco unted fo r 
and are believ ed dro wned. 
Rescuers planned to resume 
drilling to night, after spending 
mo st o f the day reinfo rcing two 
rescue shafts with cement and 
steel 
pipes 
and 
co nstructing 
special air lo cks to make sure 
there is no sudden dro p <*. pres­ 
sure in the air po cket when the 
rigs reach the men. 
The men are in a dead-end 
gallery , abou t the size of a fou r- 
room apartment. The pressu re 
in the gallery is more than 
d ou ble that of the normal atmo­ 
sphere. A su d d en d rop in the 
pressu re wou ld allow water to 
flood the airpocket and clrown 
the men. 
O n c e a 
breakthrou gh 
i s 
achiev ed , a mine foreman and 
a d octor will be lowered in a 
bomb - shaped rescu e capsu le. 
The d octor will giv e the three 
men a q u ick checku o and ad ­ 
v ise them how to ad ju st to the 
changing air pressu re as they 
are hau led u p. The mine fore­ 
man will assist the men into the 
rescu e capsu le. 
The trapped men—Fritz Led- 
er, 36; Emil Pohlei, 34, and 
Gerhard Hau sch, 45 — con­ 
tinu ed to take the ov erhead res­ 
cu e operations with jov ial spir­ 
its.

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M e a t Pies A re So 'V e d d y ' British

Meat pies, an English food 
writer has said, are ‘a very 
English thing.’ And, we add, 
English cooks excel in making 
them. 
But just try to translate Eng­ 
lish recipes for meat pies into 
American 
cooks’ 
vernacular! 
Test, test, and test again is the 
answer. Eventually you succeed, 
and that makes a cook feel good 
If you try this recipe, we hope 
you’ll be as successful as we 
were 
All our tasters at the 
various trials gave these meat 


pies their highest commenda­ 
tion. 
These pies taste best, in our 
opinion, if they never see a 
refrigerator. So if you want to 
make them several days or a 
week ahead and refrigerate or 
freezer-store them, heat them in 
a moderate oven and then let 
them cool a bit before serving.

party snacks. Offer them with 
celery sticks, carrot curls, rad

VEAL AND MUSHROOM PIES 
1 can (3 ounces) chopped broi­ 
led mushrooms, 1 envelope un­ 
flavored gelatin, 3 tablespoons 
butter or margarine, 2 table­ 
spoons flour, 1 cup veal broth, 
V2 teaspoon celery salt, Vi tea­ 
spoon onion salt, 1-16 teaspoon 
mace, 2 cups (1 pound) cooked 
diced veal, Pastry Shells 
and 
Tops. 
Drain mushrooms; soften the 
gelatin in the mushroom broth. 
and pickled greeny a saucepan over iow heat( 
you’ll need for a meit the butter. Stir in the flour. 


stir constantly until thickened. 
Add the softened gelatin, cel­ 
ery salt, onion salt and mace 
to the hot sauce; stir off heat 
until gelatin dissolves. 
Mix % cup of the sauce with 
the drained mushrooms and the 
veal; cool. 
Allow the remaining sauce to 
stand at room temperature (so 
it won’t congeal) until the pies 
are baked: Spoon the cool veal 
arid mushroom mixture into the 
high pastry shells. 
Top with pastry tops and 
pinch edges of top and sides 
together. 
Bake in a hot (425 degrees) 
oven for 45 minutes or until 
pastry is golden brown. Using 
quarter teaspoon 
(from a 
measuring spoon sett, spoon the 
reservec sauce into the openings 
in the tops of the meat pies; 
when the sauce settles down 
and there is room keep spoon­ 
ing in the rest of it. Allow the 
meat pies to stand at room 
temperature and serve warm 
or cooi. Makes 12 meat pies. 
Pastry Shells And Tops 
Use 2 packages (10 ounces 
each) ot pastry mix; make it 
up according to package direc­ 
tions; wrap tightly; chill for 30 
minutes. Roll out one-half of 
the dough about Vi-inch thick; 
cut into 6 five-inch rounds and 
6 three-inch rounds. With a thim­ 
ble, cut out a vent from the 
center of each of the three-inch 
rounds. 
It will be necessary to re-roll 
and use the trimmings. Roll and 
cut remaining half of dough the 
same way. Snugly fit the five- 
inch rounds into twelve Vk by 
1 inch muffin-pie cups (1-3-cup 
capacity); leave pastry high. 
Fill and use as directed in Veal
